18 of chapter 13 of the Provin- 
cial Statutes of 1910, it will be 
found that the close season for 
beaver was extended from the 
31st day of December, 1912, un- 
tilthe 31st day of December, 
1915. Consequently there will 
be no open’ season for beaver 
before the 31st day of Decem- 
ber 1915.

NOT MUCH LARGE TIMBER 


But Much Pulpwood Found in Lac 


Labiche Region 

The Forestry Branch of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior has had a num- 
ber of parties out during the past 
season continuing the examination of | 
the unexplored districts to find out 
the supply of timber on Dominion 
Lands and determine the lands which 
should be "eserved permanently for 
timber purpuses. These parties sre 
generally in charge of graduates cof 
the Forest School of the University of 
Toronto. The work for the season is 
almost completed and the parties are 
now returning from the field. Tw 
of the parties have already reportad. 

Mr. 8. H. Clark examined dur'ns 
the past season the district lying nor h 
of Lac LaBiche and east of the A‘u 
abaska River in Northern Alberta, 
which {s along the route whicif wis 
proposed for the Alberta Great Wa 
terways Railway. The season was! 
wet, and, 1s the district was foun) } 
to be covered largely by muskeg, the 
examination of it was difficult,. Th: 
muskegs were almost impassable and 
the few trails that were found ara in 
poor condition. In spite of the con- 
dition of the trails quite a large num- 
ber of people were going in to Fort 
McMurray to locate. 

It had been reported that there was 
considerable large timber north of 
Lac LaBiche, but the examination 
brought out the fact, which has too 
frequently been the case, that the 
quantity of 'arge timber is small and 
only in a few scattered areas. © There 
is, however, a large quantity of im- 
mature spruce and jack pine which 
needs only protection from fire to 
be a valuable crop for pulpwood or 
lumber. The land is generally cov- 
ered with muskeg, and the soll, no- 
where first-class, becomes lishter and 
sandy towaris the east, where it con 
sists of sandy jack pine ridges with 
muskeg between. The undrainel 
muskegs make the timber growth slow 
but the whole district is more suicei 
gor timber growth than for agriculture

IN THE PANTRY OF ROYALTY 


—_— 
One Butler and Five Yeomen Take 
Care of the Sliver and China 

The pantries at Buckingham Palace 
consist of three large rooms on the 

und floor, o| the kitchens. 

one is kept the silver in daily use, 
in another the china, and in the third 
the glassware is etored. 

The three pantries are in charge of 
an official known as the pantry butler, 
who has fivo assistants, termed yeo- 
men, ' 

The duty o the pantry butler fs to 
give out the silver, china and glass 
required daily for the royal tables and 
for afternooa tea; the pantry butler 
has also to see that all he gives out 
is returned to him after each meal. 

The silver pantry is lined with ma- 
hogany glass framed cases, containing 
thousands of pounds’ worth of silver 
plate. In one case there are two 
silver dinner services, containing sev- 
eral thousands pieces of plate. There 
are six hundred plates of various sizes 
several hundred silver dishes, hun- 
dreds of silver spoons and forks, and 

a most valuable collection of old silver 
drinking mugs. Two of the latter 
were in the possession of Queen Hli- 
&abeth and ere reputed to be worth 
$50,000. 

In another case are four silver tea 
services, one of wiich was a gift to 
Queen Mary from the German empress 
and is generally used at afternoon tea, 
which {s served in the queen's private 
boudoir, 

Overnight ihe pantry bitler makes 
out the list of silver, china and glass 
that wiil be required in the royal din- 
tng room for breakfast, luncheon and 
dinner the following day, and his as- 
sistants put out on the tables in each 
pantry the required articles of table 
service which are taken to the kitch- 
en and dining room after being in- 
spected by the pantry butler. 

The bulk -f the royal plate Is kept 
at Buckingham Palace, so when the 
court moves, a large quantity of it has 
to be taken to Windsor, Balmoral, or 
{wherever theis majesties may go. 

The pantry butler is responsible for 
the packing of the plate, and it {s al- 
ways conveyed from one royal resi- 
dence to another in his charge. The 
plate is packed in steel lined boxes 
made of oak, with iron bands. In 

the center of the cover of each are 
the letters “G.R,."’ surmounted by a 
crown. No china or glass has to be 
moved from Buckingham Palace, as 
a very large quantity of china or glass 
is kept in stock at all the royal rest- 
dences. 

The panty butler Is absolutely lord 
of his pantries, and none of the serv- 
ants, with the exception of the pantry 
|yeomen, is allowed to enter them 

without the tutler’s permission. 

All the glassware used at the royal 
residence is of modern make, most of 
which now im use being purchased by 
the late king.

You may walk or drive. for 
miles amid the most gorgeous colors 
in the most bracing air, and under the 
bluest skies, and see the granite peak 
of Chocorua glistening in tho sun- 
light. It ¢ hard to say when the 
mountains and woods are most beau- 
tiful at all seasons, even amid the 
winter’s snows When snow shoeing 
and sleighing you go over the old 
routes once more, with the tempera- 
ture below zero and the bright sun

THE JOURNAL, — een oyer se ALBERTA 


mm MOLDY FORAGE = 
POISONS HORSES | 


During the last five months numerous 
reports have been received by the 
United States bureau of animal indus: | 
try relutive to the existence of forage 
polsoning in various sections of the 
Duited States, particularly in Loutal- 
ana, West Virginia, Kunsas and Ne | 
braska. It has nearly always oc 
curred when a hot, dry period has 
been followed by rains or during wet 
seasons, especially those which are 
characterized by frequent rains alter. 
nating with hot sunshine, productng a 
damp, sultry atmosphere. Such condi. 
tions are most favorable to the produc: 
tion of molds, and all outbreaks that 
have been Investigated by the bureau 
have been traced to the eating of un- 
sound or moldy forage feed or to the- 
drinking of water from wells or pools — 
containing surface water drained 
through decomposed and moldy vegeta. 
tion. This disease has been shown to 
be also due to euting damaged enailage, 
hay, corn, brewers’ grains, oats, etc. 
Horses and mules at pasture may con 
tract the disease when the growth of 
grass is so profuse that it mats to 
gether and the lower part dies and 
ferments or becomes moldy. No specific 
organism or virus has yet been found 
which can be considered as the cause 
of this disease. 

The so called cerebrospinal menin- 
gitis of horses being an entirely dif- 
ferent disease from that which occurs 
in man, the symptoms as well as the 
cause are distinctly different. In the 
most rapidly fatal attacks death takes 
place in from five to forty-eight hours 
Such cases begin with violent trem 
bling or stupor and extreme weakness 
or with staggering gait, partial or to- 
tal inability to swallow, impairment 
of eyenight, followed by partial or com- 
plete paralysis, inability to stand, with 
marked delirium, during which the 
animal lying fiat on ite side becomes 
violent and knocks and bruises its 
head. In the second form of the dis- 
ease the same line of symptoms may 
be noticed in a milder degree. Diff 
culty in swallowing, slowness in chew- 
ing the food and inability to switch 
the tail are observed. Breathing be- 
comes heavy and noisy, and delirium 
may develop with stiffness of the spl 
nal muscles or partinl cramp of the 
neck and jaws. Death occurs in from 
six to ten days. 

The first principle ip the treatment 
of this disease consists in a total 
change of feed and forage. Horses 
kept in the stable shou!d be fed with 
sound forage and grain from ap un- 
contaminated source, even if such feed 
has to be brought from a distance. 
Horses that have become affected 
while at pasture should be removed 
from the field in which they have been 
running. The animals should be 
brought to the barn or corral and fed 
on wholesome and clean feed and for- 
age. The wuter, unless from an un- 
polluted source, sbuuld likewise be 
changed. 

At present this preventive treatment 
is the only satisfactory method known 
for checking the disease, as all medic 
Inal remedies used have been unsatis 
factory in the vast majority of cases 
The firat step is to empty the bowels 
and remove the polsonous products, 
but on account of the difficulty in
